Camellia Names 


Names, like numbers, are a means of identification. Many 
varieties of Camellias are known by different names, differ- 
ing with different growers and in different parts of the coun- 
try. In this descriptive list of Camellia varieties many names 
in general use for the same variety are listed in a supplement 
list, alphabetically, so those familiar with only one of the 
names of a certain variety will have no difficulty in locating 
it. In an effort to help clarify some of the existing confusion 
in Camellia nomenclature, descriptions follow names most 
generally used, considering the country as a whole, or of 
earliest prior use, based upon an analysis and findings from 
present available data. 


Many varieties of Camellias are known to throw “sports” 
or blossoms differing in coloring, form, etc. from the parent 
plant and growers, always on the lookout for newer and finer 
varieties, will develop this “sport” and give it a name. The 
same variety may “sport” the same type of flower in nurser- 
ies of different growers the world over, each one of whom 
will develop it as a new variety and give it a name of their 
own selection, not knowing that the same thing is being done 
by others, and in this manner many varieties have become 
known by different names. It is commendable that so many 
varieties have been identified as being the same. 


The propagation of Camellias dates back many hundreds 
of years. They are native to many sections of the Orient, and 
were imported and further developed in many European 
countries before being brought to America by the early set- 
tlers. Also new varieties, many of which are described in 
this list, are brought into being from seeds produced from 
flowers painstakingly cross pollinated by professional growers 
with the view of developing new varieties. Very little con- 
fusion and duplication of names exists on these newer vat- 
ieties produced from seeds. 
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REMEMBER—Only GOD can make a plant, which is a 
living thing and should be treated accordingly, but un- 


like most living things, it has no way to make its needs 
known, other than its appearance, which will reflect 
the kind of treatment it receives from its guardian. 











Varieties of Camellias 


SOME VARIETIES OF CAMELLIAS described in this list and in 
great demand are very scarce and may not be generally avail- 
able for immediate delivery due to the number of plants that 
can be produced from a limited amount of parent stock. 
Usually all such plants that can be produced each season gO 
to those who have placed orders in advance, which plants 
are usually produced by the grafting method. A grafted Ca- 
mellia is made by the union of two parts—the cion, which 
is cut from a twig of the variety desired, and the stock, which 
is the root system of a plant which has been cut down so 
that only a sufficient amount of the trunk is above the 
ground to allow for the insertion of the cion, the work being 
done in the late winter at a time when the cions and the 
stock have reached the correct degree of dormancy. These 
plants are not ready for customers until late summer or early 
fall when sufficient time has elapsed to have insured a strong 
union of the stock and the cion and the plant showing vig- 
orous growth. A cion inserted in the undexstock of a three 
year old container grown Camellia will usually within two 
seasons develop into a larger plant than that of a four or five 
year old plant grown from a cutting. Age of understock, value 
of the plant used for the understock before being cut down, 
and the merit of the variety to which the plant has been 
grafted, govern the price of grafted plants and those wishing 
to buy the scarcer varieties, should make inquiry before or- 
dering. Advance orders are booked in the order received and 
the number of these advance orders that can be accepted 
necessarily must be limited to the number of plants of any 
given variety that can be produced in any one season. All 
orders must be placed previous to the first of January for 
grafted plants where delivery is desired by late summer or 
early fall of the same year. All plants grown by Tormey’s 
Gardens are container grown, and unlike those whose growth 
is seriously affected by being dug from a growing bed, will 
grow into fine specimens much sooner than will plants 
where their root system has been disturbed. 
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ConpiTIons Or Sates—Only plants that are in the best 
of condition are sold by Tormey’s Gardens. What hap- 
pens to them after they leave our place is beyond our 
control. Tormey’s Gardens responsibility therefore 
terminates when the plants leave Tormey’s Gardens.

Peony centered, medium to large, brilliant red flower, 
which shows some stamens among the small inner pet- 
als. Large, long, deep!y serrated, apple green foliage. 
Blooms early. 


ANITA 
Semi-double, medium sized, light pink flower, striped 
and splashed with deep pink, and showing stamens in 
the center. Medium sized, medium green foliage. Blooms 
mid-season. 


AURORA BOREALIS 
Semi-double, large, white flower, with broad petals, 
streaked and splashed with vermillion, and showing a 
mass of twisting stamens in the center. Medium sized, 
medium green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


*AURORA ROSEA (No. T-55) 
Semi-double, large, rose-red flower, with broad petals, 
with a prominent mass of stamens showing in the cen- 
ter. Medium sized, medium green foliage. Blooms mid- 
Season. 


BARON VON BLEICHROEDER 
Full double, medium sized, white flower, boldly streaked 
with brilliant red, and showing a tufted center of hair- 
like stamens when fully opened. Medium sized, medium 
green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


BELLE ROMANA 
Informal double, medium to large, pink flower, streaked 
and splashed with deeper pink and red, and showing 
stamens interspersed among the petals. Blooms mid- 
season. 

*BELLE ROMANA (Sport No. T-14) 
Informal double to peoniform, medium to large, deep 
rose-red flower, marbled with white, and occasionally 
flowers will be solid red. A few short stamens show in- 
terspersed with center petals. Medium sized, medium 
green foliage. Blooms mid-season.

Full double, symmetrical, medium to large, chalk pink flower, 
ocassionally softly marbled with pure white, and showing a tuft- 
ed center of hair-like stamens when fully cpened. Medium sized, 
heavily veigned, light green foliage. Blooms early in mid-season. 


CATHERINE CATHCART 
Full double, symmetrical, imbricated, medium to large, pale pink 
flower, faintly marbled with white, and which does not show 
stamens. Broad, dark green foliage. 


COUNTESS OF ORKNEY 
Full double, symmetrical, large white flower, striped and splashed 
with rose-pink. Stamens show in the center when fully opened. 
Small dark green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


C. N. HAISTIE 
Peoniform, medium to large, dark red flower, showing stamens 
interspersed among the petals. Broad, dark green foliage. Blooms 
mid-season. 


COLONEL FIREY 
Full double, symmetrical, imbricated, large, scarlet red flower, 
which does not show stamens. Long, narrow, twisting, dark 
green foliage. Blooms late.

Full double, symmetrical, imbricated, medium to large, white 
flower, Ocassionally showing a faint pink stripe on one or more 
petals. Does not show stamens. Medium sized, medium green 
foliage.

Semi-double to peoniform, large, rose-pink flower, with stamens 
showing interspersed among the petals. Large, dark green foliage. 
Blooms mid-season. 


ELLA DRAYTON 
Full double, symmetrical, medium to large, deep rose-red flower, 
with tiered petals forming a star, and showing stamens when 
fully opened. Large, light green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


EMPEROR OF RUSSIA 
Peoniform, high-centered, medium to large, dark red flower, 
with ocassional white markings, and with stamens showing in- 
terspersed among the petals. Large, dark green foliage. Blooms 
mid-season. 


ENRICO BETTONI 
Semi-double to informal double, large, clear pink flower, show- 
ing stamens interspersed among the petals. Large, medium green 
foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


ETHRINGTON’S WHITE 
Semi-double, large, white flower, with tissue textured petals, and 
showing stamens interspersed among the center petals. Medium 
sized, dull green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


EUGENE BOLEN 
Semi-double, large, cherry red flower, with ocassional white 
spots, and showing a cylinderical mass of fine stamens in the 
center. Medium sized, medium green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 
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CAMEO PINK

Semi-double, large, white flower, with broad wavy petals, and 
showing a mass of stamens in the center. Medium size, medium 
green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 

FIREBRAND 
Semi-double, large, scarlet-red flower, showing a prominent 


mass of stamens in the center. Large, medium green foliage.

Peony-centered, large, deep rose-pink flower, with large outer 
petals, surrounding a center mass of petaloids. Large, dark green 
foliage.

Full double, symmetrical, imbricated, large, pale pink flower, 
ocassionally with white markings, and often with incurved pet- 
als. Does not show stamens. Medium sized, long, narrow, medium. 
green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 

LAUREL LEAF WHITE 
Full double, symmetrical, imbricated, large white flower, with 


pointed petals, and which does not show stamens. Medium sized, 
long, narrow, light green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


LAURIE’S FAVORITE 
Semi-double, large, soft lavender-pink flower, showing stamens 
in the center. Small, rounding, dark green foliage. Blooms mid- 
season. 


LEONA BOLEN 
Semi-double, medium sized, brilliant red flower, showing a 
cylinderical mass of fine stamens in the center. Medium sized, 
medium green foliage. Blooms mid-s2ason. 


LINDSAY NEIL 
Semi-double, to loose peoniform, large, dark red flower, marbled 
with white, showing some stamens intersp2rsed with the petals 
Medium sized, medium green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


LOTUS 
Semi-double, very large, pure white flower, resembling the 
water lotus, and which shows prominent stamens in the center. 
Large, long, dull green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


MADAM CHIANG KAI-SHEK 
Semi-double, large, crimson flower, marbled with pure white, 
and showing a cylinderical mass of stamens in the center. Large, 
dark green foliage Blooms mid-season. 


MAGNOLIAAFLORA 
Semi-double, large, delicate blush-pink flower, with pointed 
petals, and showing stamens in the center. Large, medium green 
foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


MARASCHINO 
Full double, symmetrical, medium sized, cherry red flower, at 
times showing some white markings, and ocassionally showing 
stamens when fully opened. Medium sized, dull green foliage. 
Blooms mid-season. 


MARCHIONESS OF EXETER 
Peoniform, thick, medium to large, clear pink flower, ocassion- 
ally showing some white markings Some stamens show inter- 
spersed with the petals. Large, dull green foliage. Blooms early. 


MARCHIONESS OF SALISBURY 


Peony-centered, medium sized, deep red flower, showing a few 
small white spots. Stamens are interspersed with the center 
petaloids. Medium sized, dark green foliage. Blooms mid-season 
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MARGHARITA CALEONIE 
Full double, symmetrical, medium sized, bright red flower, with 
some white markings. Does not usually show stamens. Medium 
sized, medium green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


MARIAN MITCHELL 
Semi-double, large, scarlet red flower, showing stamens and 
petaloids in the center. Large, long, pointed, dark green foliage. 
Blooms late. 


MARLOTT’S VARIEGATED 
Semi-double, large, soft-pink flower, marbled with white, and 
showing stamens in the center wnen fully opened. Large, long, 
wavy, dull green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


MATHOTIANA PINK 
Full double, symmetrical, imbricated, large, flesh-pink flower, 
which does not show stamens. Large, medium green foliage. 
Blooms late. 


MEREDITH LAKE 
Semi-double, to informal double, medium sized, blush-pink 
flower, showing some stamens in the center when fully opened. 
Medium sized, medium green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


MONJUSU 
Full double, symmetrical, medium sized, cherry red flower, 
marbled with white, and showing stamens in the center when 
fully opened. Medium sized, dark green foliage. Blooms mid- 
season. 


MRS. CHARLES COBB 
Semi-double to loose peoniform, large, very dark red flower, 
showing stamens interspersed with the petals. Medium sizea, 
rounding, light green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


MRS. CHARLES SIMONS 


Semi-double, large, pure white flower, showing stamens inter- 
spersed with the small center petalets. Large, dark green foliage. 
Blooms mid-season. 


MRS. WILLIAM THOMPSON 
Semi-double, large, pure white flower, with broad petals, and 
showing some stamens in the center. Medium sized, light green 
foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


CTOME 
Full double, symmetrical, imbricated, medium to large, flesh 
pink flower, with a few fine streaks of red at times, and often 
with petals bordered with white. Does not usually show stamens. 
Large, medium green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


PINK BALL 
Peoniform, high-centered, medium sized, flesh pink flower, 
seldom showing stamens. Medium sized, medium green foliage. 
Blooms early. 


PINK DAWN 


Full double, medium sized, thick, clear pink flower, which does 
not usually show any stamens. Mecium sized, medium green 
foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


PINK SHELL 


Full doubie, symmetrical, medium sized, shell pink flower, which 
does not usually show stamens. Medium sized, medium green 
foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


PINK STAR 


Semi-double to loose peoniform, large, clear pink flower, showing 
some stamens interspersed with the petals. Medium sized, light 
green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


PRIDE OF GREENVILLE 


Peony-centered, large, bright red flower, with broad petals, and 
showing stamens in the center. Medium sized, dark green foliage. 
Blooms mid-season. 
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PRINCESS BACCHIOCCHI 
Peoniform, medium to large, dark red flower, showing some 
short stamens interspersed with the petals. Medium sized, medi- 
um green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


PROF. CHARLES S. SARGENT 
Peony-centered, high, medium sized, cark red flower, with large 
outer petals, surrounding a tightly formed mass of smaller 
petals. Large, dark green foliage. Blooms early. 


PURITY 
Full double, symmetrical, medium to large, pure white flower, 
with petals somewhat pointed, and showing short stamens when 
fully opened. Medium sized, medium green foliage. Blooms mid- 
season. 


QUEEN BESSIE 
Semi-double, medium to large, pure white flower, showing blush- 
pink near the center. Stamens show interspersed with the petals. 
Medium sized, dark green foliage. Blooms late. 


RETICULATA (A Species) 

Semi-double, very large, deep rose-red flower, showing stamens, 
is the type usually seen, but it is believed that many varieties of 
the species exist, for it is recorded that plants of this species, 
reaching England from China, in the year of 1820, were of vari- 
ous varieties bearing different types of flowers. Narrow, pointed, 
dull green, reticulated foliage. Blooms fairly early in mid-season, 
where climatic conditions are satisfactory. 


REV. JOHN BENNETT 
Semi-double, large, salmon pink flower, with pale lighter pink 
markings near the base of the petals, and showing some irregu- 
lar stamens in the center. Not to be confused with the psuedo 
variety of the same name. Medium sized, long, narrow, light 
green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


REV. JOHN G. DRAYTON 
Semi-double to peoniform, medium sized, clear pink flower, 
showing stamens interspersed with the petals. Medium sized, 
light green foliage, Blooms mid-season. 


ROSEA SUPERBA 
Full double, symmetrical, large, glowing, deep rose-pink flower, 
with broad petals, and showing stamens when fully opened. 
large, medium green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


ROSE DAWN 
Full double, symmetrical, imbricated, large, rose-pink flower, 
which does not usually show stamens. Large, dark green foliage. 
Blooms mid-season. 


ROSE QUEEN 


Full couble, symmetrical, imbricated, medium to large, deep 
rose-pink flower, which occasionally shows a few stamens when 
fully opened. Large, medium green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


“ROSE QUEEN VARIEGATED (No. T-42) 
Full double, symmetrical, imbricated, medium to large, deep 
rose-pink flower, softly streaked with chalk white to varying 
degrees, and which accasionally shows some stamens when fully 
opened. Large, medium green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


RUBRA PLENA 


Full double, symmetrical, imbricated, medium to large, glowing, 
deep red flower, which occasionally may show a few stamens 
when fully opened. Medium sized, medium green foliage. Blooms 
early in mid-season. 


SARAH FROST 


Full double, symmetrical, imbricated, medium sized, deep rose- 
red flower, which does not usually show stamens. Medium sized, 
medium green foliage. Blooms late. 


SHIRO-BOTAN 


Semi-double, large, white flower, with broad petals, <isowing 
stamens in the center when fully opened. Medium sized, light 
green foliage. Blooms mid-season.

Peoniform, high-centered, large, pure white flower, showing 
stamens interspersed with the petals. Medium sized, medium 
green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


SNOWDRIFT 
Full couble, symmetrical, medium sized, pure white flower, show- 
ing stamens in the center when fully opened.

WHITE EMPRESS 
Semi-double, large, pure white flower, with broad petals, and 
showing an irregular mass of stamens in the center. Large, dark 
green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


WHITE CRANE 
Semi-double to peoniform, large white flower, showing a mass 
of stamens in the center. Large, medium green foliage. Blooms 
mid-season. 


WHITE GIANT 
semi-couble, large, pure white flower with large petals, and 
showing stamens in the center. Large, dark green foliage. Blooms 
mid-season. 


WHITE HIBISCUS 
Single to semi-double, large, white flower, with narrow petals, 
and showing stamens in the center. Long, narrow, medium green 
foliage. Blooms early. 


WHITE QUEEN 
Semi-double, large, pure white flower, with petals somewhat 
pointed at the tips, and showing stamens in the center. Long, 
narrow, deeply serrated foliage. Blooms early. 


WILDER’S ROSE 
Full double, symmetrical, imbricated, medium sized, light coral 
pink flower, which does not usually show stamens. Small, light 
green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


WILLIAM PENN 
Carnation form, high, medium sized, dark purple-red flower, 
marbled with white, and showing no stamens. Small, pointed, 
narrow, heavily veigned, apple green foliage. Blooms mid-season. 


WOODVILLE RED 


Peoniform, large, strawberry red flower, showing stamens inter- 
spersed with the petals. Large, medium green foliage. Blooms 
mid-season. 
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
